A sad accident occurred late yester- 


day afternoon -when a well known 
member of Company G, M. V. M., Eu- 
gene Desbiens, aged 16 years, 11 months 
and nvc days, of 16 Chase street and 
employed at the U. S. Cartridge Co., lost 
his life by drowning in the Concord 
river while enjoying a canoe ride. Des- 
perate efforts to save him from a wa- 
tery grave were made ly Desbiens' 
two companions, John Delderfield of 23 
Arthur street and James Harron of 10 
Exchange place, both members of Com- 
pany C. but without success. 
The 


body was later recovered and removed 
to the funeral parlors of Undertaker 
Rogers and was subsequently taken in 
charge by Undertaker Joseph Albert. 


Desbiens and 'his two companions 


went canoeing la'.e yesterday 
after- 


noon up the Concord river. 
Accord- 


ing to Delderfield, who was interviewed 
by a Sun reporter this morning, Des- 
biens sat at one end of the. canoe, 
Delderfield in the centre and Harron at 
the 
other end. 
Delderfield 
-was 


paddling. 
When a spot was reached 


near the home of George B. Fuller, 
1.524 Gorham street. Desbiens moved in 
such a way-that the canoe was over- 
turned. 
Delderfleld 
and 
Harron 


swam to the shore, thinking Desbiens 
was following, but when they landed on 
the banks of the river they noticed 
Desbiens struggling in the middle of 


the river. 


The two young men hastened to help 


him, but before they could reach him 
Desbiens sank for the last time. 
One 


of the young men rushed to the home 
of Mr. Fuller and sent a hurried tele- 
phone message for the ambulance for he 
was in hopes he and his companion could 
locate the body and by applying the pul- 
motor Desbiens' life might be saved. 
Delderfield and Harron dived for some 
time in an effort to recover the body, 
but their efforts proved fruitless. 


In the meantime the ambulance re- 


sponded to the call. 
A man named 


Carney, who lives In the immediate 
vicinity was notified of the drowning 
and he succeeded in locating the body 
with a. grappling hook. The body was 
removed to the funeral parlors of Un- 
dertaker Rogers, where It was identi- 
fied by Capt. Walter R. Jeyes and Dr. 
A. X*. Gramsch, both of Company G. 
Delderfleld and Harron did not know 
their companion by name. 


The victim was the son of Mr. and 


Mrs. Ludger Desbiens. 
lie was fa- 


vorably known at the armory. 
Ho 


enlisted in Company G last fall and 
was ranked as a private. 
He was 


especially fond of athletics and was 
recognized as tho^ best wrestler of his 
company.

V. S. I'nlillc Health Service Reports on 


Health 
of 
Workers and 


Condition* 


The United States public health ser- 


vice issues public health bulletin No. 
71, a report upon the health of gar- 
.ment workers. 
This Is the first of a 


series of studies of the effect of in- 
dustries upon the health of the in- 
dividual worker, and was undertaken 
in the'women's garment industries of 
New York city during the summer of 
1314: The joint board 
of 
sanitary 


control of the industries in question 
and the various labor unions concerned 
Joined In requesting this study and co- 
operated in its performance. 


Three Tbonnnnil Examined 


Two thousand mnle workers and 1000 


female workers volunteered for care- 
ful physical examination by officers ot 
the U. S. public health service. Only 
about 2 per cent, of the total num- 
ber examined were found free from 
defect or disease, there being recorded 
13.457 defects of all kinds of whlcn 
3451 were in male, 3316 in females, or 
an average of -1.36 defects and diseases 
to each individual examined. 
While 


not all of these were serious defects, 
many ot the conditions noted exercised 
i deleterious effect upon the Individ- 
ual. 
An interesting feature of the re- 


port is thnt there were discovered no 
vocational diseases peculiar to the gar- 
ment trades, but this sedentary Indus- 
try was shown to intensify the bad 
effects upon health and 
efficiency of 


certain defects and diseases. 


Prevalence of TnbercnlosU 


Among males the rate of prevalence 


of tuberculosis was lound to be ten 
times that in the United States army, 
find three times the army rate among 
females. 
The disease was most prev- 


alent among the lowest paid class of 
w-c-rkers.

nd it lakes milk and lots of It. to sup- 
ily the demand there. 
So that ii has 


leen a scramble for some dealers to 
supply their

customers, 
let 


lone those who would mako additional 
demands upon them. 


A farmer wiili 
whom 
the writer 


talked this morning said that the great 
cause for tho scarcity of milk was due 
o the fact that thc-wcather has been so 
not the cows wouldn't feed. 
"They 


would rather find a brook or cool bog 
where they could stand to their knees 
nMvaler," he said, "than to feed In the 
pastures. 
My supply has fallen off 


more than 50 cans and when cows get 
un down at this time of the year It is 
pretty hard to bring them back into 
shape. 
The jcarcity of milk came, at 


a time, too, when people were getting 
back to their homes from the moun- 
tains and beaches and we have been un- 
able to supply the demand.

WORM IX ALL

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The actin 


secretary of Agriculture has signed 
regulation requiring that after I'ebru 
ary 1, 1916, all Imports of raw cotto 
must be fumigated at the port of e: 
try before It can be released by tt) 
custom officials. 
The purpose of thi 


is to make certain that the pink boll 
worm found in Egyptian and other im 
ported cotton, and other destructiv 
cotton insects found abroad shall no 
be introduced into American cotto 
fields. The danger from the pink boll 
worm is especially great, as this insec 
isianj 


may infest seed left accidentally i 
the bale through faulty 
ginning, 


this seed should become mixed wit 
seed used for planting, or be plante 
accidentally near growing cotton, th 
pink bollivorm might get a foothol 
and cause the great damage, in th 
'country that it does in foreign cotto 
fielfls. 


Fumigation Is required after a tho 


ough study and after hearings on the 
subject by the department, 
which es- 


tablish clearly that hydrocyanic, acid 
gas, 
properly used, will kill all in- 


sects in the bale without damaginK 
the quality of the cotton. The depart-

the banks of the river they noticed 
Deebiens struggling in the middle of 


him. but before tlicy could reach him 
Desbiens sank for the last time.

phone message for the ambulance for he 
was in hopes he and his companion could 
locate the body and by applying the pul- 
motor Desbiens' life might be saved. 
Delderfield and Harron dived for some 
time in an effort to recover the body, 
but their efforts proved fruitless. 


In the meantime the ambulance re-

1314.

joined in requesting this study and co- 
operated In its performance. 
Three Thou.nnnci Examined 


Two thousand male ^vorkers and 1000 


female workers volunteered for care- 
ful physical examination by officers of 
'.lie U. S. public health service. 
Only 


aho::£ 2 per cent, of the total n u m - 
ber examined were found free from 
defect or disease, there being recorded 
13.457 defects of all kinds of which 
0451 were in male, 3D16 in females, or 
an average ot 4.36 defects and diseases 
to each Individual examined. 
While 


not all of these were serious defects 
many of tha conditions noted exercised 
i deleterious effect upon the individ- 
ual. 
An In'tcrcsting feature of the re- 


port is that there were discovered no 
vocational diseases peculiar to the gar- 
ment trades, but this sedentary, indus- 
try was shown to intensify the bac 
effects upon health and efficiency of 
certain defects and diseases. 


Prevalence of Tuberculosis 


Among males the rate of prevalence
